ARREARS OF ANNUITIES. 


Mr. DILLON (Centre Party, Donegal) 
noved four amendments to delete sub-sections 
of Section 12. He explained that the purpose 
of the amendments was to draw the attention 
of the House to the injustice of requiring 
payment of Land Commission annuities that 
had accrued during the last two years, while 
arrears accruing during the previous years 
were being remitted. He understood that 
the purpose of the bill was to forego the 
arrears which became due prior to 1920 and 
to collect the arrears which accrued during 
1931 and 1932. Owing to the economic war 
people were forced into arrear. They were 
unable to pay their annuities because their 
cattle did not realise a tithe of what they 
expected. Owing to the policy of the Go- 
vernment they were unable to pay their 
annuities, and it was the duty of the Govern: 
ment to suspend the collection of land 
ennuities during the continuance of the 
economic war. 

Mr. AIKEN said that the Government were 
foregoing arrears over two years due, and he 
thought that they were doing a good thing. 


A GOOD CASE. 


Mr. COSGRAVE (C. na nG., Cork) said 
that there was a good case for Deputy 
Dillon’s amendments. Ninety per cent. of 
the people who were now called upon to pay 
arrears of annuities were unable to pay them. 
lf they were unable to pay arrears in 1930 
how were they to pay them now, when agri- 
cultural conditions were much worse? 

Mr. HOGAN (C. na nG., Galway) said that 
there was more immorality in this section 
than in any other measure yet put before 
the House. There was no excuse for anyaman 
to get into arrears with his annuities in the 
rood years between 1926 to 1929, when pigs 
fetched 60s, to 80s. a cwt., live-weight, and 
Indian meal. without sawdust in it, could be 
had at £5 a ton.

TO SAVE NEIGHBOUR. 
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NORTHERN. FARMER 
ADMITS SMUGGLING, 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Wednesday. 

A North of Ireland man, who walked into 
Dundalk Court a week ago to try to save 
his Free State neighbour, was to-day fined 
£100 for breaches of the Customs regulations. 
He was Thomas Maguire, farmer, Carricka- 
stricken, County Armagh, who was charged 
with bringing dutiable goods by an un- 
approved route. 

At the last Court Maguire’s neighbour, a 
man named Duffy, was charged with bringing 
clothing across the Border without paying 
duty, and he was fined £100. 

Maguire then appeared in court, and, 
despite the caution of the District Justice, 
gave evidence that he had brought the clothes 
to Duffy and asked him to take them to his 
gn, emt brother in Dundalk. 

When Maguire was charged-to-day the only 
evidence against him was his own admission 
in court. 

District Justice Goff said he had no option 
but to impose a fine of £100, but as Maguire 
had shown himself a manly man he would 
recommend that the Free State Revenue 
Commissioners would make a considerable 
reduction in the fine. The alternative was six 
months’ imprisonment.
